This 
was learned from anti-Fascist friends 
of de Bosis Monday night. 


Although he outwitted the Italian

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Federal Bureau > Advises 


That Real Injury Is 


Generally Small 


Home owners 'should beware of 


overdrawn and aMarming reports 'of 
injury to building by termites of 
white ants, says the U. S, Department 


of 
Agriculture. In particular they 


should be wary when exaggerated 
statements of this kind form A part 
of the "sales talk" fqr a "termite 
treatment." Mahy of these treatments 
are expensiyelmd are not correspond- 
ingly effective. Reports ot the Bureau 
of Entomology Indicate that sharpers, 
overemphasizing the real Injury.1 that 
termites are likely, to do, are filch- 
ing from home owners .hundreds, of 
thouSana's of dollars arid rendering 
little"'or no: effective services -in re-- 
turn. • 


State officials and others reporting 


to .the Bureau of Entomology' reveal 
that' the termite treatment shapers 
ateparticularly active in 'the Souh 
arid In-some of- the Far Western 
States. In these areas many Cities 
have ,'ln. recent years: amended their 
building codes as advocated by the 
Bureau: of -Entomology and now re- 
quire adequate safeguards against ter- 
mites in new construction. 


.Salesmen, however, have been ex- 


aggerating the danger from termites 
irT. an effort to sell treatments, many 
of;Which have little or no merit, but 


which they picture as absolutely nec- 
essary to prevent the collapse within 
a short time of buildirtgs invaded or 
under alleged danger of being invad- 
ed by the leifmites. 


The Bureau of Entomology says that 


there has been no change in the'Situ- 
ation in the South and. West as to 
termite damage; that. conditions are 
substantially "the same now, as 
have;been for the last 50 or 100 years. 
The records indicate that the collapse 
of a buuding on account of termite 
damage is so rare as to be for practi- 
cal-purposes a'negligible risk. It is 
true that where termites have been in 
buildings'for many years—as indicat- 
ed by emerging swarms of the winged 
forms—the 'foundation < timbers, 
and 


even • the floors and adjacent wood- 
work,, may have become a weakened 
'as to make 'necessary some replace- 
ment. 


The entomologists point out that an 


experience of'35 years in termite con- 
trol indicates that radical reconstruc- 
tion of the foundations 'is the only 
permanent and effective remedy' for 
buildings which, because f of original 


y faulty 
construetiott,have 
become 


heavily Infested.'such remedial meas- 
ures as spraying or fumigation • ,or 
even removal of the worst infested 
timbers, without other protection, are 
at best temporary. Sraying artd fumi- 
gation are practically useless. 


One of the popular remedies being 


exploited _is the spraying of wood- 
work with polsbns Spraylrig of con- 


they- struction timbers or other woodwork, 


even under a forced stream, is of no 
real/ value. , The poison has little if 
any penetration unless.the timbers are 
so badly eaten a'tid rotted that'they 
soak up the mixture like a sponge— 
in which case'they are useless and 
should be replaced.

A good stalk of corn must take a 


barrel of water out of the soil dur- 
nig its growth. It takes, under ordln- 
ary conditions, 250 tons of. Water to 
make 30 bushels of corn. Water is the 
First essential for corn growing. But 
the corn roots must not stand in wat- 
er; they must get water from soil that 
allows excess Water to drain off, 
tates D. J. Burleson, Extension agron- 
omist, University of Arkansas College 
of Agriculture. 


This is why humus, or rotting or- 


ganic matter, is so important in the 
soil. Commercial fertilize* can supply 
plant food and if it rains just right, 
good crops can be made with commer- 
cial fertilizer on soil poor in organic 
matter. But if rain -does 
not come 


often the crop suffers. 


Soil rich in humus will absorb sev- 


eral times as much water as hard clay 
or sand with no. organic matter. A 
crop of vetch plowed under in the 
spring not only adds plenty of nitro- 
gen to make a good crop of corn but it 
also adds organic matter to the soil 
and thus increases the water holding 
power. 


"After all, it is not so much. the 


amount of rainfall that determines the 
crop's water supply 
as it 
is : the 


amount of water the soil can hold for 
gradual delivery to the crop. Stable 
manure or any kind of green manure 
crop is,' therefore, valuable as drouth 
insurance," points out Mr. Burleson. 


Vetch is the best crop to plant, is 


the fall for adding nitrogen to the soil 
as well as organic matter as a partial 
nsurance against drouth. To get the 
lull soil improvement value of vetch 
t should be plowed undef at least two 
weeks'before planting~corn.
